At Arcadia 

H. Wayne Merrill, George 
O’Banion Fall To Earth 
In Instruction Flight 


Sierra Madre was saddened this 
week by the untimely death of ' 
two boyhood friends, Harold ' 
Wayne Merrill and George 1 
(Bunny) O'Banion who plunged 
to death in a training bi¬ 
plane on Tuesday afternoon at 3 
o’clock on the John Snoddy ranch, 
two miles from Arcadia. 

Witnesses told deputy sheriffs 
that the light sport plane, owned 
by Dean Goodlin, hangared at 
Alhambra Airport, had been 
looping. It stalled into a spin, 
came hurtling down and struck 
on the Snoddy ranch about 300 
yards from Second avenue. 

H. Wayne Merrill, 22 year-old 
transport pilot and instructor, was 
the son of Mrs. Sylvia Merrill, of 
158 North Meredith avenue, Pasa¬ 
dena. Merrill started to fly when 
he was 14 years of age and was 
at one time reputed to be the 
youngest flyer in the United 
States. He has been at it ever 
since. He substituted as co-pilot 
for a while, flying between Los 
Angeles and San Francisco, and 
had done considerable cross¬ 
country flying, but devoted most 
of his time to training students. 

He was born in Sierra Madre 
and spent most of his life here, 
where his late father, Frank L. 
Merrill, was a leading contractor. 
He had been instructing O’Banion. 
who went aloft to earn a pilot’s 
license. 

Services for Merrill were held 
on Thursday morning at 11:30 
o’clock at Pasadena. His body will I 
be taken to San Jose, where his ! 
father is buried. He was unmar- ! 
ried and is survivejl by his ! 
mother, Mrs. Sylvia Merrill, and 
grandmother. Mrs. Alice Merrill, 
of Morgan Hill. 

George O’Banion, 25 years of 
age, resided in Sierra Madre 
for over 20 years, coming here 
with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ansel O’Banion from Los An¬ 
geles, where he was born March 
31, 1908. He grew up here 

and was one of the most popu¬ 
lar young men He had been 
employed at Robert's Market for 
several years. 

Funeral services were held on 
Thursday afternoon at 3 o’clock 
at Bethany Church, with Rev. 
Stewart R. Sheriff officiating. 
Mrs. Nell Fies was in charge of 
the music. Pallbearers, life-long 
friends of the deceased, were 
Clarence Morrison, Dale Langley, 
Victor Hill, Joe Belohlavek Jr., 
Harold Roberts and A. C. Young.

Rosemeade’s Chamber of Com¬ 
merce has gone to the State 
Railroad Commission in an effort 
to force abandonment of mileage 
charges and secure a lower rate 
from the Southern California 
Telephone Co., asserting the pres¬ 
ent assertedly high rates are re¬ 
tarding growth of the community. 

It might have been expected 
that Congressman Hoeppel of Ar¬ 
cadia, representing the Twelfth 
District, would prove a distinct 
disappointment. He changed his 
politics and registered as a 
Democrat in the midst of last 
year's campaign, being later 
swept into office by the Roosevelt 
landslide. Hoeppel talks a lot and 
seems to have the faculty of put¬ 
ting his foot into it every time 
he opens his mouth. He is being 
roundly denounced. Tobias Lar¬ 
sen says of him in the Claremont 
Courier: 

“This misreprensative Hoeppel 
which this district got out of the 
November election grabbag is 
more than a misfit; he is a 
calamity . . . We got a miniature 
edition of a Huey Long ... He 
exhibits all the earmarks of a 
demagogue. Not only does he 
pretend to know more than the 
President but also the Congress 
en masse, many members of 
which have seen years of service 
gnd have been students of politi¬ 
cal economy in actual practice 
. . . when as a congressman or 
legislator he is not yet dry be¬ 
hind the ears.” 

Assembly Bill number 4 chang¬ 
ing the procedure of terminating 
joint-tenancy deeds has been 
signed by Governor Rplph. The 
mandatory court procedure is re¬ 
moved from the act and when 
the law becomes effective joint- 
tenancy deeds may be terminated 
by filing the certificate of death 
and the affadavit of the survivor.

Supervisorial district boundary 
| realignment has been proposed 
which, if consumated, will place 
Pasadena entirely within the first 
or fifth district. Existing bound¬ 
aries are so established as to 
include that city within two dis¬ 
tricts. Supervisor Hugh A. That¬ 
cher, representing the fifth dis¬ 
trict, feels that he" is burdened 
with too much incorporated ter¬ 
ritory, which includes 870 voting 
precincts, 200 more than any 
other supervisorial district, and 
takes in 500,000 of population. 
The proposed readjustment would 
eliminate half of the city of Long 
Beach and incorporate all of 
Pasadena. 

Reviewing the work of the 
Legislature that has just recessed, 
Col. W. M. Griffith, of Altadena 
observes: 

“I don't think our lawmakers 
have covered themselves with 
great glory. Progress has been 
made in the right direction but 
they have not gone far enough. 
Many millions have been lopped 
off, for w-hich we are thankful. 
But, alas, ulas, many more mil¬ 
lions hnve been added. An addi¬ 
tional penalty has been hung 
on to a bereaved family, when a 
parent inconsiderately dies. A lit¬ 
tle more cost to own an automo¬ 
bile, and a suggestion that every 
one who buys must pay the State 
something for daring to spend his 
money.” 

Announcements w'ere made this 
week that both the State Fair at 
Sacramento and the Los Angeles 
county fair at Pomona will be 
held this Fall as usual. Discon¬ 
tinuance of many of the county 
fairs due to the depression are 
expected to result in a lnrger 
number of exhibitors at both of 
the great shows. The State fair 
will be held September 2 to 9 
and the Los Angeles county expo¬ 
sition over the usual ten-day 
period. 

A proposal that County Auditor 
H. A. Payne says would save the 
property owners of Ix>s Angeles 
county $5,785,000 on their 19.33- 
34 tax bills, has been submitted 
to the County Supervisors. It 
calls for a bond issue of $12,000,- 
000 to defray "depression costs" 
of the County Welfare Bureau. 
The bonds, under Payne’s plan, 
would be sold to the Reconstruc¬ 
tion Finance corporation, and by 
deferring payments on principal 
for two to three years, the result¬ 
ant inflow of federal money 
would enable the county to re¬ 
duce Its tax rate from 88 to 66 
cents a saving of 25 per cent 


Nearly 2000 Here 
Qualified To Vote 
At June 27 Election 

Little interest was taken in 
registration of voters here this 
year because there seemed slight 
probability of an election of gen¬ 
eral interest. However there are 
1934 qualified voters here who 
are eligible to cast ballots at the 
special Statewide election of June 
27 at which eleven propositions 
submitted to the electorate by the 
legislature will be passed upon. 
The total number of elegibles in 
Los Angeles county is 1,132,559. 
Of this number 995,599 reside in 
the 44 incorporated cities and 
136,960 in unincorporated areas. 
The number of male eligibles ex¬ 
ceeds the females by 75,787. The 
registration in communities near¬ 
by follows: Alhambra, 17,115; 
Arcadia, 3072; Monrovia, 5592; 
San Gabriel, 2881; San Marino, 
2333; Sierra Madre, 1984; South 
Pasadena, 7439.
